Bos­ 
well happened into a bookshop, kept by one Thomas Davies, an actor as 
well as bookseller, in Covent Garden. London. 
Davies casually announced that Dr. Johnson was his friend and began 
to quote to Boswell many of his wise and witty sayings, whereupon Bos­ 
well immediately urged that Davies arrange a meeting. This was done, 
but apparently the great Johnson was not unduly impressed with the new­ 
comer, in fact, during the first conversation he rebuked Boswell for too 
eagerly offering his voice. 
Undeterred, however, Boswell called upon 
Johnson in his chambers and was cordially welcomed. 
He found him in 
rather slovenly quarters and dress, but when the man began his talk all 
else vanished from Boswell’s mind. Then and there a friendship started 
that was to produce the greatest biography of a man yet written, 
We have no control over these turns of Fate. They just happen. But 
we can do much to bring them about by taking advantage of every op­ 
portunity that comes our way. We never know when we may meet the 
one who will establish the corner-stone of our success and happiness. 
Fate is unkind to the one who stands still. But what openings Fate 
offers to the one who thinks, who is ever on the move, who believes in 
himself, and who keeps moving in a forward direction! 
There is no literature more interesting than biography. Fate takes 
a great hand in the life of every man and woman. 
Daniel Webster, when a poor lawyer, took a land case for a poor 
Woman. 
He worked long and late over the law and won his case for his 
client, though without a fee. Years later, he won another case, involving 
the same points oi law, now famous as the Dartmouth College case—and 
people wondered that he could have prepared it so quickly!

Chicago (AP)—-What price college 
football training? 
In tho Western conference, com­ 
prised of eight Inrge state universi­ 
ties ann two other major schools, 
the per capita cost of football tra in -, 
ing for a season is $122.96. 
Of course, points out Major John ! 
L. Griffith, Big Ten commissioner,, 
who hoi drawn up a football finan- I 
cial balance sheet, the “upkeep” of I 
a varsity 
star is more than that, I 
considered individually. But, Grif- ! 
fith adds, so is his “intake.” 
It is when the $50,000 average ex­ 
penditures for one football season' 
are cpi cad out over the varsity and 
freshman 
squads, 
plus 
fraternity 
and intramural teams, th at the per 
capita figure is obtained. 
And so much greater is the var- 
j sity’s “intake” than the total -cost 
! of football—all varieties—in the Big 
I Ten that there is an average net 
! profit per school of more than $100,- 


I OOO from the fall sport, Major Grif­ 
fith’s balance show’s. 
This net profit goes to the support 
of “football’s stepchildren," which 
in the conference happen to be all 
other varsity sports except basket­ 
ball, which in recent 
years—with 
the help of big field houses built 
from football profits—has begun to 
be somewhat more than self-sus­ 
taining. 
Applying 
the 
ledger 
to 
other 
sports, Griffith finds th at the per 
capita cost of training basketball 
players in the Big Ten is $70 per 
season; $60.88 for the baseballer*, 
and $36.04 for the track man.
